We have Advice that as thofe Farcts 
were advancing by the Lake of Balaton, the Male- 
contents hung upon their Rear, and took feveral 
Opportunities to attack them, but were moft times 
repulsd with Lofs, fo that about 300 of their 
wounded were fent over the Danube to Neuhenfel, 
among the reft M. Bonafes a Frenchman, who 
commanded in Gran for Prince Ragotski. They 
write from Arath on the Frontier of Tranfilvania, 
that Fort Czonat which was garrifon’d with Raf-. 
cians, was conftrain’d by Count Caroli after a 
Siege of fix, Days to furrender; and the Garri- 
fon were conducted to Segedin: On the other 
Hand, a Party of Imperialifts making an Excur- 
fion out of great Waradin, have defeated a De- 
tachment of Malecontents near Tckebarot, killing 
300 of them, and carrying away 70 Prifoners 
with a good Booty ; and thofe Prifoners have taken 
on in the Emperour’s Service. The Danifh Ge- 
neral Officers and others came to Day into this 
City, their Troops being order’d to march to 
Bavaria. Count Rabutin is expe&ted at Court, 
after whofe Arrival it will be known for certain 
who will be appointed to command on the Rhine. 
In the mean time Count Guido Staremberg ha- 
ving given Order for his Field-Equipage to be 
got ready, a Report is rais’d that he isto goto 
the Upper Rhine: "Tis computed that the Army 
of the Empire which is to ferve on that River 
the enfuing Campaign, will be compos’d of 36000 
Men at leat. "Tis faid the Perfons appointed to 
fetch the Princefs Elizabeth of Wolfembuttel hi- 
ther, will be going by the End of next Week; 
and that there is now fome Ground to hope for 
an Accomodation with the Malecontents of Hun- 
ary; becaufe fome Conferences have already 
en held about it with the Archbifhop of Co- 
locza; and becaufe the chief of the faid Malecontents 
are at Variance among themfelves, and the com- 
mon People of their Party are very defirous of 
Peace, being in Want of many Neceffaries. P. S. 
Prince Eugene has fent Complaints that the Italian 
Princes are backward in paying the Contributions 
they promis’d, and defires Orders to raife them 
by military Execution. General Rabutin makes 
much greater Complaints that his Troops are not

commanded by experienc’d Officers. 

Ghent, Mar. 30. The Allies have not made fuch 
Preparations fince the War began as for the enfuing 
Campaign; and the Enemy appear to be very 
much alarm’d at it ; they have made Ipres, Fore 
Knock, Furnes, and Newport, as ftrong as is 
poffible ; and the Lines they are making from Pont- 
a-Trefin to Tournay are almoft perfected.
